New York, Jan. .20, 

A spokesman for New York's 
Memortal Centre for Cancer and 
Allied Diseases said today the 
radio - active contamination 
described in a dispatch from 
Holland is “absolutely possible," 

The Memorial Hospital 
authorities on radiation 
thereapy, who declined to be 
quoted by name, said a broken 
capsule of radium Is so dan~ 
gerous that he has stopped 
using the material, substituting 
other forms of radiation, 
Radium capsules ure used to 
some extent In the hospital by 
other physicians. 

He sald spilling of 10 milli- 
grams of radium, one fifth of 
the amount presumed left ace 
efdentally in the Dutch child's 
nose, has forced destruction of 
un emire hospital wing, 

Both the Memorial Hospitul 
expert and snother authority, w 
consultant Jn radiation safety, 
sald the degree of contamination 
Feportee could have occurred 
only if the capsule were broken, 
either in the child's, nose or in 
the stove In which it may have 
been burned with “waste.— 
United Press, .

Acheson also criticised Eisen- 
hower for not following up bls 
State of the Union recom- 
mendution for a 
partment reorganisation. 

He called the present Defence 
Department hierarchy = ‘“‘com~ 
pletely futile.” 

“Leaving things to this Admin- 
istratlon means they will not be 
done,” Acheson said. 

Acheson. condemned Steretary 
of State John Foster Dulles for 
letting political relations with 
friendly nations ‘“fcll into. dis- 
repute.” But he agreed with him 
that highelevel talks wilh the 
Russians would not be fruitful at 
present. 

Like Dulles, Acheson szld that 
the Russians can show thelr 
sincerity—If they want to ease 
world tensfon—through normal 
diplomatic channels. 


Not Afraid 


| “fam not afraid of nego~ 
liating with Rusgia,” he said. 
“But this isnot a time to nego- 
tiate, When they want. to 
accomplish something the 
Russians will surely move the 
way they did to break the 
Berlin blockade.”
